EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 183, 184, and 184 have been renumbered as 182, 183, and 184 
respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 102, 104-126, 154, 158-165, 167-169, 171-184 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art has been 
found to teach, disclose, or fairly suggest an electrode assembly and an air treatment apparatus 
and a method of making, the electrode assembly comprising a trailing electrode operating at the 
same polarity as the second electrode; in combination with all of the other limitations in claim 
102, 154, 169, 171, or 176. The examiner is relying on Applicants' arguments on page 1 1, 2 nd 
paragraph, and page 12, 5 th paragraph, as the basis for allowance.
